Record Breaking Attendance at Convention 
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)F CITY ARE CROWDED TO OVERFLOWING 


In Order That Premier 
May Attend Conference 


Sir Wilfried Laurier Says Opposition will Facilitate Premier's 
Attendance at Imperial Meeting in London—Opposition Leader 
Flays Government For Its Lack of Unity During Past Two Years 
As Set Out in Correspondence of Sir Sam Hughes. 

Special to The Bulletin) 

OTTAWA, Jan, 22.—"'The Canadian soldiers have done their 
part, but has the government done as much’? was the pointed ques- 
tion asked by Sir Wilfrid Laurier this afternoon during the debate 
on the address in reply to the speech from the throne, Sir Wilfrid 
answered the question by stating that the evidence was irresistible, 
abundant, and ineontrovertible, that in the councils of the govern- 
ment there had been no unity of thought or aetion, but jarring and 
friction from first to last. There had been hesitation in place of 
decision, and friction where harmony should have prevailed, 

Sir Wilfrid flayed the minister of finanee for instituting a 
crusade agaist economy at a time when millions of dollars’ worth of 
Canadian equipment was being scrapped in England. ‘In Canada 
we continued buying said Sir Wilfrid, ‘Sand in England they con- 
tinued scrapping ‘ 

Sir Wilfrid deterred his comment with regard to the national 
service proposals and also as to the suggestion to extend the life of 
parliament but said the Opposition would facilitate Premier Borden’s 
trip to England in order to attend the Imperial conference, by con- 
senting to adjourn the House for a certain period ‘

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At the tax sale held in Beverley 
on Saturday the lots sold brought 
an average price of $6.80. Some 
of these lots, it is said, sold during 
the flush times for as much as 
#700 each. The town is to be 
congratulated if by letting the lots 
go at the prices offered it got in 
the arrears standing against them, 
If that is the case its assessment, 
and financial affairs generally, 
must have been kept on a distine- 
tly ‘‘safe and sane’’ basis during 
the years when values and. visions 
got so badly tangled in most com- 
munities. In any event, low as the 
average price brought by the lots, 
it seems to have been good busi- 
ness to hold the sale now rather 
than later on; for a couple more 
years’ taxes would have consum- 
ed the $6.80 and left the property 
unsaleable and the town out the 
whole of the arrears up to that 
time. So far as Beverley’s ex- 
perience offers advice regarding 
Edmonton's tax sale this is that 
the sooner the sale is held the more 
likely the city is to get the arrears 
out of it; and that to do this a 
good deal of effective advertising 
will have to be done. 


The influence of preaching de- 
pends largely upon whether it is 
backed up by practice. The 
Canadian public are being urged 
daily by their Government to do 
without things they would like to 
eat or wear or use, and to lend the 
money to the Government to help 
carry on the war. When the 
country’s financial situation is 
thus officially declared to impose 
the duty of economy in this per- 
sonal way upon the citizen and his 
family it eannot but be supposed 
that the individual will want to 
know how far the Government is 
living up to the preaching it de- 
mands that he shall accept. And 
he is very likely to interpret the 
‘*thrift’’ admonitions in the light 
of the Government's conduct, and 
to take the advice offered him no 
more seriously than it seems to be 
taken by those who offer it. To 
the man who is sincerely disposed 
to heed the demand that he ‘‘save’’ 
at the expense of his own com- 
fort and that of his family in 
order to help the eountry through 
the war it is not by any means en- 
couraging to note that the Minis 
ters who are so vociferously call- 
ing upon him tosave are not illus- 
trating their precept by practice. 
So far as the publie are aware, 
Ross rifles are still being turned 
out, and served out to Canadian 
soldiers en route oversea, only to 
be discarded in England. The 
expensive Oliver equipment is 
likewise understood to be still is- 
sued in Canada and as regularly 
‘‘serapped’’ in England, <A few 
days ago came the news that the 
Government have duplicated the 
waste of last year, when they ex 
tricated Senator Forget from the 
financial slough, by buying a local 
railway in New Brunswick, for 
which there is no publie necessity. 
Can it be supposed that while the 
Government continues to shovel 
out money in this way by millions 
of dollars that the individual citi- 
zen is going to take seriously the 
Government's ¢laim that it is his 
duty to deny himself and his

family even things ordinarily con- 
sidered necessary in order to lend 
money to the country? The idea 
is preposterous. He simply will 
not do it There is need in Can- 
ada of quite as energetic ‘‘thrift’’ 
campaign as Sir Thomas White is 
trying to promote—desperate need 
of it—for social as well as national 
reasons. But it will never get 
anywhere until the Government 
leads the way. 


The notion that patriotism — re- 
quires a hundred men or women to 
work at fixed rates in order that 
one profiteer may accumulate a 
fortune out of war materials is 
not convineing. National Ser- 
vice cards should be sent to the 
owners of munition plants, asking 
them if they are willing to turn 
over their plants to the service of 
the State.

The annual convention of the 
United Farmers is being held in 
the city this week. In extending 
welcome in the name of the citizens 
to what has come to be known as 
the ‘‘Farmers’ — Parliament,’’ 
Mayor Henry will not be simply 
performing a customary function. 
He will be expressing a fact. In 
the thought of the townsfolk 
there is a genuine disposition of 
cordiality toward the farmers, and 
a real sympathy with their aims to 
better their conditions of living 
and doing business. Townspeople 
realize now, as they could not pos- 
sibly realize it in other  cireum- 
stances, that they are in the last 
resort dependent upon the farmer, 
and that what makes for his pros- 
perity and satisfaction must also 
contribute to their well-being. 
Not all the people in Alberta are 
farmers. But if it were not for 
the farmers the others could not 
be here. Whatever opportunity 
there is in this province for the 
employment of labor or capital, 
for the making of a comfortable 
living and the up-building of a de- 
sirable state of human society, de- 
pends finally upon the oceupation 
and use of the land. Without 
that, the fur-trader and the Indian 
could alone find the means of sub- 
sistence, These are obvious facts, 
but a change in circumstances has 
thrown them into publie conscious- 
ness, and made them conspicuous. 
The result is, as it must be, a 
deepening of interest in the farmer 
and his doings on the part of those 
engaged in other oceupations—the 
success or failure of which are con- 
tingent upon the extent and sue- 
cess of the farmer’s operations. 
The convention being held this 
week will therefore have for the 
people of the city a coneern — be- 
yond that demanded by courtesy 
or custom—a concern enlivened by 
knowledge that we who live in 
town are, as really as the farmers, 
interested parties in the great 
basie industry whose betterment is 
the end in view.

United Farm Women of Alberta 

“The request of our Women's Sec- 
tion for a grant of $500 to carry on 
their work this year was referred by 
you to your Board at the last conven- 
tion, and as soon as it was seen that 
finances would permit of same, the 
grant was unanimously given. Your 
Board feel that the importance of this 
branch of the work cannot be over- 
estimated from whatever point of 
view it is looked at While it is true 
that our fiancial position last year 
did not appear to warrant us co 
ering making such a grant, tl 
must not be lost sight of that the wo- 
men pay their dues to our Association, 
the same as the men, and that there- 
fore their grants are nothing more 
than organization expenses which if 
properly spent will result in increased 
revenue to the Association in general, 
As a matter of f the grants given 
to the Women's ection in the past 
two years have already been more 
than repaid. The Directors are also 
of the opinion that in view of the 
vent of equal suffrage and the gre 
possibilities which are now before us 
f improved social and home life in 
rural communities, that the move- 
ment should be encouraged in every 
possible way. We take this oppor- 
tunity of appealing to our local un- 
ions to assist the development of this 
work in every way possible. Rumors 
have reached your Directors from 
time to time, to the effect that efforts 
are being made to create the impres 
sion among the farm women that the 
system of women’s institutes, which is 
at the present time being promoted by 
the Provincial G ernment, through 
the Department = of Agriculture, is 
practically identical and corresponds 
to our U.F.W.A. Your Directors have 
no hesitation in saying that this is en- 
tirely misleading. The institutes ar¢ 
incorporated under a special Act of 
the Provincial Legislature, which 
makes them essentially a depart- 
mental affair, with the Minister of 
Agriculture in supreme control, with 
power to create or destroy at his will. 
It is worth noting also that any pro- 
perty or goods which the institute ae- 
cumulates during its existence on di 
solution from any cause, becomes the 
of the Department, and any 
) left after all liabilities have 
been paid belongs to the Gove 
ment. The Board which super . 
the work of the institutes is purely 
advisory in character, and so far as 
your Directors are able to ascertain, 
j mn no way interferes with the main 
features of the Act, which vests su- 
preme control in the person of the 
Minister of Agriculture. Your Board 
of Directors feel that these facts 
should be laid before our members, 
o that the true conditions may be 
known to them. Your Directors have 
no desire to belittle the work that the 
nstitutes are capable of doing, and 
recognize the work that the institutes 
have accomplished in years past in 
Ontario, We do not feel, however 
ith the supreme control of these Ore 
ganizations vested in a minister of the 
gxovernment in power, that they are in 
accord with Western ideas, or that in 
this provin where women have the 
vote, that they are any more suitable 
for the women than they would be 
for the men. It is a significant fact, 
iiso, that with the change of govern- 
ment in British Columbia, and the ad- 
vent of equal suffrage in that pro- 
the institutes are being cast to

Peace Must be Followed by Concert of Powers Which Will Make Im- 
ssible Another Catastrophe—Urges League of Nations to 
nforce Peace and Punish Peace Breaker—Precedent of More 

Than Century Shattered, President Adams Being Last President 
to Make Personal Appeal to U.S, Senate 


Washington, Jan, 22.—President Wilson in a personal address 
to the senate today laid down the question of whether the United 
States shall depart from its traditional policy of isolation and no 
entangling alliance and take part in a world league to preserve peace 
after the war. 

Shattering precedent of more than a century the president, re- 
garding the senate with its treaty-making power as his counsellor in 
foreign affairs, explained why he believed the time had come for the 
world to know America’s position, and discussed the underlying 
eauses on which he believes a permanent peace of the world can be 
maintained, 

While President Wilson was speaking directly to the senators, 
after the manner of Washington, Madison and Adams, his address was 
in the hands of all foreign governments or on its way to them. 

No such history-making event with such far-reaching possibili- 
ties to the United States probably ever had been seen in the senate 
chamber. 

In the background of the fundamental proposition of whether 
the United States should alter the foreign policy, laid down by Wash- 
ington and carried out by a long line of presidents, was the possibility 
that out of such some league of nations might come a way to end the 
present war,

LEGISLATION 
MAKES REPORT 
TO CONVENTION 


Unable to Report Any Very 
Great Progress During 
Past Year. 


The legislative committee of the 
U.t.A., consisting of President Wood, 
W. D. Trego, 8. 8, Dunham, Rice Shep- 
pard, and James Weir, report that 
thirty-six resolutions passed at the last 
ention were turned over to them 
for attention. Of this number, 23 in- 
volved provincial and 138 Dominion

“Your committee regret that they 


are unable to report any great pro- 
gress. As alreday stated, your com- 
mittee met the Provincial Government 
in regard to resolutions concerning 
provincial law. Of these resolutions 
the Government promised attention to 
No. 16, concerning the licensing and 
bonding of dealers in farm produce’ 
No, 292, governing the setting out of 
poison for gophers: No. 30, concerning 


the distribution of gopher poison; No. 
38, concerning brand inspection at 
local points; No, 45, concerning the 
extension of time limit for hail in-

individual members on both sides of 
the House, and the legislation was ulti- 
mately withdrawn, The balance <0 
far as your committee hus been able 
to ascertain, were not brought forward 
in any shape or form Your Secre- 
tary interviewed the Premier on behaif 
f the committee this fall as to why the 
promised le ation had not been 
forthcoming, and was led to under- 
stand that the actual working of the 
ession had been considerably  inter- 
red with by unexpected develop- 
ments, but that the legislation promis- 
ed would receive attention at this com- 
ne session, In regard to the amend- 


one 


1ents to the Direct Legislation Act, 
the Government expressed a_ willing- 
ness to consider any definite recom- 
mendations which we had to make. 


They confesed a lack of knowledge res- 
pecting the principle of proportional 
representation, but a willingness to 
learn nore about it, and refused to ad- 
mit the justice or advisability of the 
abolishment of the election deposit of 
vandidates for election to the Provin- 
1 Legislature The resolutions con- 
cerning the Department of Education 
were taken up with the Minister of 


Education, and your committee was 
advised that the department already 
had decided on extensions of the work 


of the department which would gradu- 
ally bring about the desired results. 
Your committee wish to express their 
appreciation of the evident desire of 
the officers of the Department of Kdu- 
cation to consult with and co-operate 
with your executive whenever the ov- 
casion offe The results of our 
work in regard to agricultural credit 
are dealt with in the board of direc- 
tors’ report. In regard to No. 5, re- 
garding destruction of 


gophers, we 
were unable to discover any practical 
way of carrying it out. No, 27, re 
bailiffs’ fees, was reported to be al- 
ready covered by law, and complaints 
ad ing with the matters dealt with 
therein could be adjusted through the 
Atorney-General’s department. We 
request that locals with complaints in 
this regard will report to the central 
office and give us an opportunity to 
follow this up. No, 46, regarding the 
insurance clause in mortgages, Was 
found to be a matter of contract and 
is being taken up by our representa- 


lives with the ‘mortgage companies, 
with fair prospects of success, 
“Resolutions concerning Dominion 


matters were forwarded to Premier 
Borden and the members of the Do- 
minion Government Nothing has re- 
sulted therefrom excepting the amend- 
ment to the Bank Act re loans on live 
stock, whieh was passed, In October 
your secretary, on behalf of the com- 
mittee, secured un interview with the 
Premier and the Solicitor-General, but 
beyond presenting arguments in favor 
of the principles which we submitted, 
Was unable to secure any definite re- 
sults, except the promise that the 
amendments to the tuilway) Act 
which had been brought forward in 
iv14 and were dropped on account of 
the outbreak of war, would again be 
introduced at this coming session, and 
that the Government would endeavor 
to secure their enactment into law. 
This matter is now in the hands of the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture, 

“In conelusion, while your com- 
mittee adimit the unsatisfactory nature 
of the work during the past year, due 
very largely to the difficulties outlined 
in this report, we are of the opinion 
that with the improved financial posi- 
tion of the association, the work can 
be made more effective by establishing 
an effective follow-up system, without 
which, our experience has shown, it is 
impossible to get results. Your com- 
mitte ha found its work becoming 
more onerous and difficult of accom- 
Plishment from year to year, and with- 
out @ reorganization and better facili- 
ties for doing the work, more especial- 
ly from a financial viewpoint, it was 
impossible to maintain the same per- 
eentage of results that we were able 
to secure in earlier days Your com- 


millee are glad to report that this re 
organization is gradually taking place, 
and have hopes that in the near 
future we will have efficient maehin- 
ery for dealing with this problem 
During the past year the reorganiza- 


ion of the Canadian Council of Agri 
culture has provided the medium for 
dealing with Dominion resolutions that 
will relieve us very largely of this res- 
ponsibility The affiliation with the 
Western Canada Live Stock Union also 
provides a medium for more effective- 
ly dealing with matters of transporta- 
tion and tive stock problems gener
